Canada Has Thousands 


Of Level Crossings: 


Removal Of All Impossible Says Hon. 
Frank Oliver 

The Dominion at present has some 
28,000 level crossings scattered along 
railways from coast to coast despite 
expenditure of $15,189,000 
past 21 years towards elimination and 
amelioration of this menace to traffic, 
| according to Hon. Frank Oliver, ad- 
| visory officer to the Board of Rail- 
way Commissioners for Canada, in a

'the Canadian Good Roads Association 
at Lucerne-in-Quebec. 

In 1930, a total of 341 railway 
crossing accidents in Canada took 
toll of 115 lives and 475 injured, Mr, 
Oliver stated. Through the efforts of 
the Board of Railway Commissioners 
much had been done to improve rail- 
crossing conditions Mr, Oliver 
continued. 

Crossing accidents on 
highways formed less than one-third 
total for 1930, the great ma- 
jority of crossing fatalities occuring 
on country roads.
